W ashington, Aug. ll.—The prelimi­ 
nary negotiations looking toward the 
confirmation of peace advanced a long 
step yesterday when the secretary of 
state and the French ambassador agreed 
upon the terms upon which future nego­ 
tiations for a treaty are to be conducted 
and reduced these to the form of a pro­ 
tocol. This protocol it is true is yet to 
be signed and is to be submitted to the 
Spanish government before the formal 
signatures are affixed, but the admin­ 
istration’s view as to the progress made 
yesterday was set out in Secretary Day’s 
sentence: “ It is expected that this pro­ 
tocol will be executed. There is always 
the possibility in dealing with the 
Spanish government that it may re­ 
cede at the last inoment from an im­ 
plied agreement, but it is scarcely prob­ 
able that it would be willing to involve 
the French ambassador in the diffi­ 
culties that would follow what to the 
world would seem to be a repudiation 
of his benevolent efforts in behalf of 
Spain. 
There must be delay before tile next 
step can be taken and tile protocol made 
binding upon both the United States 
and Spain by the attachment of the sig­ 
natures of the plenipotentiaries, Secre­ 
tary Day for the United States and M. 
Cambon for Spain. The delay will be 
largely attributable to physical onuses. 
The protocol is long; it must be trans­ 
lated and turned back and forth into 
code and simple language no less than 
five times before it reaches Madrid 
through the Frenoh foreign office. 
As to the character of the protocol, it 
can be stated on authority that the 
terms are in all practical points these 
set out in the abstract of the president’s 
conditions, published from the White 
House a week ago. From this fact it is 
deducted that the extra conditions or 
qualifications sought to be imposed by 
the Spanish government were aban­ 
doned, at least in large part by the 
French ambassador. This deduction is 
supported by the circumstances that 
early yesterday morning and before the 
conference between Secretary Day and 
M. Cambon, which resulted in the 
agreement, there was a prevalent im 
Preston, based upon the utterances of 
public men who had talked with the 
president, that the Spanish answer was 
unsatisfactory and that the negotiations 
looked as if they might terminate sud­ 
denly. 
As this situation changed so suddenly 
after the conference, it may be fairly 
assumed that the ambassador aban­ 
doned the conditions which the presi­ 
dent was reputed to have regarded as 
unsatisfactory.

The Fourth Ohio is being annihilated.” 
A strong force was at once hurried to 
the front. There were no horses to 
haul the dynamite guns, but the men 
buckled to and dragged them over the 
hills for five miles to the scene of action. 
When the dynamite guns got to work 
the Spaniards fled.

The names of the wounded in the 
day’s engagement are: 
Company A—Private Eddington, shot 
to the thigh. 
Company C—Private Haines, tho® in 
the shoulder and cheek; Private Snell, 
shot in the knee. 
Company 
K—Corporal Thompson, 
shot in the wrist; Private Biglow, shot 
to the foot. 
All will recover. 


C l a r e n d o n , Ark., Aug. ll.—The four 
negroes lynched here Tuesday night for 
the assassination of John T. Urr, a 
merchant, mention of which was made 
in these dispatches yesterday were: 
Will Sanders, the one who fired the 
shot that killed Mr. Orr; Rilla Weaver, 
the mother of Sanders, and cook in the 
Orr household; Dennis Ricogd, the 
“ hoodoo doctor and conjurer,” who 
tried to poison Orr with boiled snake- 
!'heads, and Manse Castle, who volun- 
I teered to do job and transferred it to 
Sanders. Miss Rachael Morris, accused 
of being an accessory before the fact, 
and Susie Jacobs, a negro woman, ac 
cessory after the fact, have skipped oat 
and their whereabouts are unknown to 
the officers. Had they been in jail they 
would have undoubtedly gone with the 
rest Tuesday night. 
Mrs. Orr. wife of the murdered man, 
was to the corridor of the jail when the 
mob entered. 
She had taken some­ 
thing with suicidal intentions, and Dr. 
P. E. Thomas, who was called to care 
for her, says she will die. 
The leaders of the mob examined 
Mrs. Orr critically and passed her, but 
many of them favored taking her with 
the rest.

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press at this place visited Mayor Archer 
last night and requested him to make a 
statement regarding the letter he is said 
to have written to Lorilla Weaver for 
Mrs. Orr at Clarendon, Ark., to which 
he replied that he knew nothing what­ 
ever about the affair referred to, and 
that he is not in any way connected 
with the same, never having heard of 
any of the parties.

It was the intention to kill as many 
of the Americans as possible, and 
thereby demolisn the entire foroe be­ 
fore It could advance on Manila. 
They fought doggedly to carry out 
their purpose, but the steady fire of the 
Americans caused the enemy’s with­ 
drawal 
into 
the 
Malate forts and 
trenches. 
Aguinaldo may yet have to flee from 
Manila, and, indeed, his friends already 
have two small steamers in the hay 
provisioned ready to take him aboard 
of either in case he is in danger. The 
influence of the leader wanes con­ 
stantly, the more insurgents realize he 
has made them assurances ne can in no 
way fill. 
The Americans put little or no trust 
in Aguinaldo and the entire army be­ 
lieves he would betray them if it served 
his purpose. They are disgnsed with 
the conduct of Aguinaldo, the insur­ 
gent leader, whose power is weakening, 
owing to the fact that the Filipinos are 
realizing the unsubstantiality of his 
promises. 
The American field hospital worked 
splendidly, under a galling fire, at the 
late battle and remarkable courage and 
steadiness of all ranks, regulars aud 
volunteers, caused General Greene to 
officially thank tile troops.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. l l . —The war de­ 
partment yesterday made public the 
regulations which have been aiopted 
for the guidance of officers concerned 
in the collection of duties on imports 
and exports, taxes and other charges 
and exactions to be collected ag a mili­ 
tary contribution at ports and places in 
Cuba in possession or nuder the con­ 
trol of the forces of the United States. 
Speaking generally the customs tariffs 
and the port and other charges have 
been madegto correspond with the low­ 
est rates applied to imports and vessels 
from Spain, but in several important 
particulars these rates have been materi­ 
ally reduced. 
The regulations are especially de­ 
signed to facilitate importations and all 
discriminations have been abolished.

THE CUBAN'S FUTURE. 
The Soldiers who went to Cuba deter­ 
mined to fight for what they believed to 
be a noble, chivalrous race of struggling 
patriots have been disappointed. At no 
time have their expections been ful­ 
filled. The ‘Cubans are not what they 
seemed. Instead of thrift they found 
indolence, while hundreds of starving 
men, women and children, weakened 
by privation and debased by long suffer­ 
ing, have taken the plaoe of the enthusi­ 
astic thousands they so fondly believed 
would welcome them to the island as 
their deliverers'. With abject poverty 
everywhere and no disposition to rise 
above the condition into which they 
have settled, the Cubans have done 
nothing to inspire anything bat con­ 
tempt in the minds of the American 
bpys who went with so much enthusiasm 
to their relief. 
But the Cuban may not always re 
main as he is at present. When the 
island can produce such men as Gomel 
there certainly must be some place for 
the belief that it is not all bad. Condi­ 
tions in recent. years haye been unfav­ 
orable. Spain with its iron heel ground 
the people into the mire, and made them 
feel their slavery in everything but in 
name. These conditions are soon to 
end. 
Perhaps when this govenfment 
has explained its mission in Caba and 
made plain the fall meaning of liberty, 
the Caban will shake off the lethargy 
in whioh he is enveloped. He may see 
the utter usetasfeness of his present state, 
and profiting by the surronndings of a 
civilisation higher than he has ever 
known, seek for himself the position he 
should occupy on the island. American 
enterprise has worked wonders, and 
when it has replanted the rained cane 
fields and rebuilt the burned sugar mills 
it will need the help of Cabans. Then 
the future of the idand’s native popnla 
tion will be known, and if it proves suc­ 
cessful the world will see how much 
can be done in the cause of humanity 
even though war, the most inhuman of 
man’s inventions, was used to bring 
about.

It is full of interest: 
M ilita r y S ta tio n N o. I, S a n tia g o 
D e Cuba -.—We received our first mail 
Monday, and oar mail is going out regu­ 
larly now, as we have everything handy 
in Santiago. We have orders to move 
on the 5th of next month, either to Porto 
Rioo or the States. All the troops are 
anxious for a move out of this climate, 
as the sickness is something terrible,and 
I think the authorities are aware of that 
fact. There is quite a lot of yellow 
fever and what is called mountain fever. 
Our battalion, which is on detached 
duty, is quite free from sickness; we 
have a little but not much. The rest'of 
the regiment is in pretty bad shape, 
was over there this morning and all the 
boys seem to have lost all the energy 
they ever had in them. We keep our 
fellows on the move most of the time. 
I myself take a good walk and sweat 
every day, and so far have been in very 
good health. .lam doing everything to 
prevent sickness, and we are having the 
boys be very careful. 
*'Lieutenant Anderson and I sleep in 
two hammocks stretched under two pup 
tents, and hence are above the ground 
and out of the rain. This is the rainy 
season down here. It rains every day 
but very seldom at night. 
"We have had fresh meat severs 
times, and today were issued bread. 
I 
toll 
you 
it 
goes 
good. 
We 
have 
not 
been 
on 
full 
rations 
yet and do not hope to be for some time. 
For an example, yesterday there were 
70 onions given us for 106 men. One 
thing we do get plenty of is hardtack, 
like it very much. 
"I have been in the city several times. 
You can buy most anything there, but 
you have to pay three prices for every­ 
thing. 
The citizens won’t take any­ 
thing but American money and try to 
giye back Spanish change. The city is 
a very quaint but interesting place; 
very narrow streets, low briok buildings 
oovered with plaster, and no shade at 
all. It is certainly the hottest place I 
was ever in. One nearly roasts. 
"Outside of avenging the Maine I 
don’t think America has any cause for 
war. The Spaniards are over a hun­ 
dred per cent. better than the Cubans in 
every way. The Spaniards seem very 
intelligent people and treat us very 
fine. 
On 
the 
other 
hand 
the 
Cubans are lazy, ignorant and thieves. 
They would just es leave kill an Ameri­ 
can as look at him. To be sure they are 
about starved, hut they are not satisfied 
when they are given food, and really 
get more than we do. It this country 
gets the island she will have a white 
elephant on her hands and in all proba­ 
bility will haye to rale with just as bad 
principles as did Spain. The chances 
for making money after the war is over 
are something wonderful. A great area 
of ground that will grow anything at 
anytime, but the people, I can’t stand 
them. I had an outpost six miles out 
yesterday, and we found a Cuban that 
had just alod in the bushes. We tried 
to get some of his countrymen to bury 
his body, but they would only say he 
did not belong to them. If ye had 
had a pick and shovel they would have 
either buried his body or we woultfhave 
shot them. We force them to do every­ 
thing at the end of a pistol, that is the 
easiest way. 
"Well, this is all. 
I want yon to 
write often and tell all my friends that 
I am getting along finely. This paper 
on whioh I write was bought in Santi­ 
ago. 
I have % quite a supply now and 
will write often. 
We have no stamps. 
"Love to all. 
" L ieu t. R. T. H a ll, 
Company E, Eighth O. Y. I., Military 
Station No. I. Santiago, via Tampa, 
Florida.” 


written in camp near Santiago, among 
many other items of interest he says: 
" A short time ago I walked to El 
Caney, about ten miles distant, and 
witnessed the most horrible sights I 
have ever seen. This village in its best 
days had probably some three thousand 
inhabitants, but for the past 15 days has 
been populated by at least 30,000 starv­ 
ing Cubans and refugees from Santiago. 
I talked with the German consul and he 
tells me it has been awful, people dying 
from starvation, etc., daily. 
He and 
lie family are living in a little hovel 
that I would not keep my dogs in over 
night, but as he put it, ‘what would I 
do?’ The streets and public square, or 
grand plaza, were one mass of human­ 
ity. The whole place stinks worse than 
any hog pen I ever smelled. The stench 
is nearer that than anything I can liken 
it to. The ground is oovered with rot­ 
ten mangroves and other refuse.

see some of those they call the belles of 
Santiago, powdered and with jewels, 
sleeping on the ground not far from the 
lowest and dirtiest type of Cubans 
Gold

and

dollar a piece has been paid for hard 
tack. Ten or $15 can be easily gotten 
for a can of roast beef snob as the gov 
eminent issues to us. Sergeant Hanley 
and I afterward went oat with a haver 
sack full of hardtack and issued it to 
children crying from starvation. While 
we were distributing it we were offered 
fifty cents a piece for them, bnt we pre­ 
ferred giving to children that seemed to 
be receiving the first mouthful they 
had had for days. The stories you have 
read do not and cannot picture the sights 
I have seen. Women and children going 
around without a stitch of clothing and 
just such looking creatures as were rep­ 
resented some time ago by the pictures 
of the starving in India. I hope I may 
never again witness such a sight. One 
is enough for a lifetime. 
"Our camp is beautifully located upon 
high ground from which the country for 
miles around can be seen. Santiago is 
in plain view, but nearly three miles 
away. 
In another letter received yesterday 
dated July SO, he says: 
"Our remarkable record for health 
continues, and with a few exceptions the 
boys of Company E are well, and I trust 
we will be returned to the states, as 
now talked of, before the record is 
broken. 
"It has been raining almost constantly 
for the past 34 hours, hence our rations 
are out off by the swollen mountain 
streams. I left Santiago yesterday even­ 
ing and only got back this morning 
having been cut off by a stream that 
ordinarily is not ankle deep, bnt which 
I found swollen so that crossing it was 
impossible as it was like a small river on 
a rampage. Everything is now wet and 
disagreeable.”

I L ive already collected a number 
of relics from the battle field and Cu­ 
bans. I have cut some small trinkets 
from a fine wood, resembling mahogany, 
and a water pitcher from bamboo which 
I shall endeavor to bring home. 
"Of oourse you know this is the rainy 
season, and we are getting lots of it. 
We have all made bunks, and being 
high off the ground can sleep comforta­ 
bly at night without getting wet.

He may see 
the atter uselessness of his present state, 
and profiting by the surroundings of a 
civilisation higher than he has ever 
known, seek for himself the position he 
should occupy on the island. American 
enterprise has worked wonders, and 
when it has replanted the rained cane 
fields and rebuilt the burned sugar mills 
it will need the help of Cabans. Then 
the future of the island's native popula­ 
tion will be known, and if it proves suo- 
cessful the world will see how much 
can be done in the cause of humanity 
even though war, the most inhuman of 
man’s inventions, was used to bring it 
about.

The N e w s R e v ie w for news. 


A number of letters came to the city 
yesterday from members of Company E. 
The following is from Lieut. R. T. Hall. 
It ie full of interest: 
M i lit a r y S t a t io n N o . I, S a n t ia g o 
D e C uba 
We received our first mail 
Monday, and our mail is going out regu 
larly now, as we have everything handy 
in Santiago. We have orders to move 
on the 5th of next month, either to Porto 
Rico or the States. All the troops are 
anxious for a move out of this climate, 
as the sickness is something terrible,and 
I think the authorities are aware of that 
fact. There is quite a lot of yellow 
fever and what is called mountain fever. 
Our battalion, which is on detached 
duty, is quite free from sickness; we 
have a little but not much. The rest’ of 
the regiment is in pretty bad shape. I 
was over there this morning and all the 
boys seem to have lost all the energy 
they ever had in them. We keep our 
fellows on the move most of the time. 
I myself take a good walk and sweat 
every day, and so far have been in very 
good health. J a m doing everything to 
prevent sickness, and we are having the 
boys be very careful. 
4’Lieutenant Anderson and I sleep in 
two hammocks stretched under two pup 
tents, and hence are above the ground 
and oat of the rain. This is the rainy 
season down here. It rains every day 
but very seldom at night. 
“We have had fresh meat several 
times, and today were issued bread. 
I 
tell 
yon 
it 
goes 
good. 
We 
have 
not 
been 
on 
full 
rations 
yet and do not hope to be for some time. 
For an example, yesterday there were 
70 onions given us for 106 men. One 
thing we do get plenty of is hardtack. 
I like it very much. 
“I have been in the city several times. 
You can buy most anything there, but 
you have to pay three prices for every­ 
thing. 
The citizens won’t take any­ 
thing but American money and try to 
give back Spanish change. The city is 
a very quaint but interesting place; 
very narrow streets, low brick bnildings 
covered with plaster, and no shade at 
all. It is oertainly the hottest place I 
was ever in. One nearly roasts. 
“Outside of avenging the Maine I 
don’t think America has any cause for 
war. The Spaniards are over a hun­ 
dred per cent, better than the Onbans in 
every way. The Spaniards seem very 
intelligent people and treat us very 
fine. 
On 
the 
other 
hand 
the 
Onbans are lazy, ignorant and thieves. 
They woald just as leave kill an Ameri­ 
can as look at him. To be sure they are 
about starved, but they are not satisfied 
when they are given food, and really 
get more than we do. If this country 
gets the island she will have a white 
elephant on her hands and in all proba­ 
bility will haye to rule with just as bad 
principles as did Spain. The chances 
for making money after the war is over 
are something wonderful. A great area 
of ground that will grow anything at 
anytime, bnt the people, I can’t stand 
them. I had an outpost six miles out 
yesterday, and we fonnd a Cuban that 
had just died in the bushes. We tried 
to get some of his countrymen to bury 
his body, but they would only say he 
did not belong to them. If ye had 
had a pick and shovel they woald have 
either buried his body or we would have 
shot them. We force them to do every­ 
thing at the end of a pistol, that is the 
easiest way. 
Well, this is all. 
I want yon to 
write often and tell all my friends that 
I am getting along finely. This paper 
on which I write was bought in Santi­ 
ago. 
I have % quite a supply now and 
will write often. 
We have no stamps.

Florida.” 


written in camp near Santiago, among 
many other items of interest he says : 
“A short time ago I walked to El 
Caney, about ten miles distant, and 
witnessed the most horrible sights I 
have ever seen. This village in its best 
days had probably some three thousand 
inhabitants, but for the past 15 days has 
been populated by at least 30,000 starv­ 
ing Cubans and refugees from Santiago. 
I talked with the German consul and he 
tells me it has been awful, people dying 
from starvation, etc., daily. 
He and 
his family are living in a little hovel 
that I woald not keep my dogs in over 
night, bnt as he pat it. ‘what woald 
do?’ The streets and public square, or 
grand plaza, were one mass of human 
ity. The whole place stinks worse than 
any hog pen I ever smelled. The stench 
is nearer that than anything I can liken 
it to. The ground is covered with rot­ 
ten mangroves and other refuse. 
You 
see some of those they call the belles of 
Santiago, powdered and with jewels, 
sleeping on the ground not far from the 
lowest and dirtiest type of Cubans. 
Gold 
and 
money 
they 
seem 
to 
have, 
and 
as 
high 
as 
a 
dollar a piece has been paid for hard­ 
tack. Ten or ll 5 can be easily gotten 
for a can of roast beef such as the gov­ 
ernment issues to us. Sergeant Hanley 
and I afterward went out with a haver­ 
sack full of hardtack and issued it to 
children crying from starvation. While 
we were distributing it we were offered 
flftjr cents a piece for them, but we pre­ 
ferred giving to children that seemed to 
be receiving the first mouthful they 
had had for days. The stories you have 
read do not and cannot picture the sights 
I have seen. Women and children going 
around without a stitch of clothing and 
just such looking creatures as were rep­ 
resented some time ago by the pictures 
of the starving in India. I hope I may 
never again witness such a sight. One 
is enongh for a lifetime. 
“Oar camp is beautifully located upon 
high ground from which the country for 
miles around can be seen. Santiago is 
in plain view, but nearly three miles 
away. 
In another letter received yesterday 
dated July SO, he says: 
Our remarkable record for health 
continues, and with a few exceptions the 
boys of Company E are well, and I trust 
we will be returned to the states, as 
now talked of, before the record is 
broken. 
“It has been raining almost constantly 
for the past 24 hours, hence our rations 
are out off by the swollen mountain 
streams. I left Santiago yesterday even­ 
ing and only got back this morning 
having been cut off by a stream that 
ordinarily is not ankle deep, bnt which 
I found swollen so that crossing it was 
impossible as it was like a small river on 
a rampage. Everything is now wet and 
disagreeable.”

In a letter received a few days ago. 
by his mother, from Captain Will Hill, 


Private McKinney writes from Cuba 
to his mother as follows: 
“I suppose yon think I have forgotten 
yon, but I haven’t. I have had no paper 
on which to write. This morning I went 
around camp and fonnd a little. I am 
sitting in my little tent, and it is very 
hot. The island of Caba is not what 
Americans think it. 
I woald 
not 
take 
it 
as 
a 
gift. 
Our 
camp 
is 
situated 
at 
the 
foot 
of a high point, on top of which is 
a blockhouse once owned by Spaniards. 
Now the American flag waves over it, 
for it was taken by the regulars. The 
scenery and fruit of Cuba are lovely, 
bnt we eat very little of the latter. 
As 
I write the word comes that we will go 
to Porto Rico, where we will likely 
see real service and fighting. Of course 
you know we get no papers nor news 
from Washington. 
All the boys are 
busy writing letters this morning, we 
having heard there would be mail to the 
states. 
“I Live already collected a number 
of relics from the battle field and Cu­ 
bans. I have cut some small trinkets 
from a fine wood, resembling mahogany, 
and a water pitcher from bamboo which 
I shall endeavor to bring home. 
“Of course you know this is the rainy 
season, and we are getting lots of it. 
We have all made bunks, and being 
high off the ground can sleep comforta­ 
bly at night without getting wet. 
You 
ought to see the mosquitos. The are as 
big as a sparrow and each carries a 
pickax on his back, and when yon are 
hit yon know it. 
“You ought to see Santiago. The 
houses all look alike. The streets are 
20 feet wide, sidewalks three feet, and 
very dirty. I don’t see how the people 
can live there. The harbor is very 
pretty, and is now filled with American 
war vessels and transports. 
I had a 
laugh when I read papa’s letter about 
taking up a plantation here for I don’t 
think you can find a level spot on the

He was cleaniug out an 
old well when the quicksand suddenly 
caved in on him, leaving only his head 
and chest exposed. Whe*» th# alarm 
was given, hundreds of people assem­ 
bled and went heroically to work to 
have their neighbor. It was found that 
nothing could be done toward removing 
the sand about Carter’s body, so a par­ 
allel well was dug and a tunnel ran 
from it into the old well, but even then 
the body could not be removed so close­ 
ly was it grasped by the sands. It was 
found that a rope attached below Car­ 
ter’s arms would pull the body into 
parts without withdrawing its covered 
portion, and that method had to be 
abandoned. Carter was conscious and 
talked with his rescuers, but at the end 
of 58 hours he died. By this time an 
enormous crowd had gathered, and all 
sorts of plans were suggested for recov­ 
ering the body, but finally it was de­ 
termined to make the well the dead 
man’s tomb, and it was filled up after 
religious services had been held upon 
its brink. The well was 48 feet deep, 
and perhaps no other Kansan ever found 
quite so strange a burial place.—Kan­ 
sas City Journal.

The missionaries added a thirteenth, t, 
but the natives won’t have it, and con­ 
tinue to pronounce, for instance, the 
name of the root from which poi is 
made "kara, ” although the mission­ 
aries have it "rara. ’ Every vowel in a 
word ie distinctly sounded, except that 
the vowels " a i” are sounded " i,” as in 
English. 
Waikiki, the beach in Hono­ 
lulu, ie 
properly pronounced 
"Vi- 
keekee. ” There is a great difference in 
the speech of the high and low caste 
olives. I hci first call their island 
group "Ha-va ee-ee, ” and the latter be­ 
gin it all right with "Ha, ” but con­ 
clude with a gutW al grunt, and the 
word heard most, ‘Tvioha,” sounds soft 
and beautiful on the lips of the first, 
but is a lazy, good natured grunt as the 
latter speak it. 
Aloha is in their limited vocabulary 
at once a greeting and farewell, a form­ 
al expression of regard and tit deep 
love. In the latter case it is increased 
in warmth and depth of meaning by 
modifying adjectives annexed instead 
of prefixed, as "Aloha nni,” "Aloha 
nui loa, ” or even "Aloha nui loa kea!” 
—and then it is time to speak to papa. 
—New York Herald.

U nder United States R ule Cuba W ould 
Become a Paradise, He Says — A dm iral 
Dewey’s Victory Has Tied Us to th e P h il­ 
ippines by Bonds W e C annot Bronk. 


I have always believed that Cuba 
should be under the stars and stripes. 
Today I believe that duty and destiny 
demand that the United States retain 
control of every island captured from 
Spain in the West Indies or in the Pa­ 
cific, said Governor Alva Adams of 
Colorado recently. How can we better 
meet the demands of humanity than to 
place our flag over lands that have been 
riven with revolntion or debased by tyr­ 
anny and misrule? Congress declared 
that we sought not Cuba, but its inde­ 
pendence and freedom. 
How can Cuba 
be more free or independent than as a 
territory of the United States? The 
fourth senate resolution, as were all 
declarations, was rendered null and 
void by the action of Spain in tending 
the American minister from Madrid be­ 
fore receiving the ultimatum from the 
United States. Are the natives of Cuba 
prepared for independence? Are they 
qualified to maintain a free state 
worthy of the sacrifices we are making 
in their behalf? If the history of simi­ 
lar people be a guide, it would not be 
ten years before an independent Cuban 
republic would involve us in controver­ 
sy and perhaps war with some first 
class power. For IOO years it has been 
a menace to our peace, a fountain of 
contagion. Under our rule it would be­ 
come a paradise, an ideal land of beauty 
and liberty, in strange contrast to its 
four centuries of blood and bondage. 
The Nicaragua canal is the key to the 
commercial destiny of America, whose 
theater will be the Pacific. Cuba is the 
commanding gateway to Nicaragua. 
Thus the possession of Cuba becomes a 
question not only of humanity and lib­ 
erty, but of peace, protection and com­ 
mercial dominion. 
The victory of Admiral Dewey has 
tied us to the Philippines by bonds we 
cannot break. 
We cannot pass title to 
any great power without danger to our 
relations with other governments. To 
give them back to Spain would be a 
travesty on our humanity—it would be 
to put fangs back into a serpent we 
have made harmless. We must keep 
them. Civilization demands it ; human­ 
ity demands it. True, there may be 
some risk. 
Without danger there can 
be little glory. 
We boast of the great­ 
ness of our oouutry. Dare we stand be­ 
hind the ramparts of cowardice when 
our strong arm can lift np millions 
and at the same time add glory and 
grandeur to our flag? The responsibility 
of the individual is measured by his 
ability and opportunities. This is no 
I ess true of nations. 
The war with Spain makes the Unit­ 
ed States a world power. She is no 
longer a self centered provincial coun­ 
try, but an imperial nation. The thrill 
of empire—of a great moral purpose— 
may soon impel our nation to a career 
more noble than has ever before direct­ 
ed the destinies of a people. For us to 
pull down the flag when once planted 
by our ships and soldiers would be a 
surrender.

th at we sought not Cuba, but its inde­ 
pendence and freedom. 
How can Cuba 
be more free or independent than as a 
territory of the United States? 
The 
fourth senate resolution, as were all 
declarations, was rendered null and 
void by the action of Spain in tending 
the American m inister from Madrid be­ 
fore receiving the ultim atum from the 
United States. Are the natives of Cuba 
prepared for independence? Are they 
qualified to m aintain 
a free 
state 
w orthy of the sacrifices we are making 
in their behalf? If the history of sim i­ 
lar people be a guide, it would not be 
ten years before an independent Cuban 
republic would involve us in controver­ 
sy and perhaps w ar w ith some first 
class power. 
For IOO years it has been 
a menace to our peace, a fountain of 
contagion. 
Under our rule it would be­ 
come a paradise, an ideal land of beauty 
and liberty, in strange contrast to its 
four centuries of blood and bondage. 
The Nicaragua canal is the key to the 
commercial destiny of America, whose 
theater w ill be the Pacific. Cuba is the 
commanding gateway to Nicaragua. 
Thus the possession of Cuba becomes a 
question not only of hum anity and lib­ 
erty, but of peace, protection and com­ 
m ercial dominion. 
The victory of Adm iral Dewey has 
tied as to the Philippines by bonds we 
cannot break. 
We cannot pass title to 
any great power w ithout danger to our 
relations w ith other governments. 
To 
give them back to Spain would be a 
travesty on our hum anity—it would be 
to put fangs back into a serpent we 
lave made harmless. 
W e m ust keep 
them. Civilization demands it; hum an­ 
ity demands it. 
True, there may be 
some risk. 
W ithout danger there can 
be little glory. 
We boast of the great­ 
ness of our country. Dare we stand be­ 
hind the ram parts of cowardice when 
our strong arm can lift np m illions 
and at the same tim e add glory and 
grandeur to our flag? The responsibility 
of the individual is m easured by his 
ability and opportunities. 
This is no 
less true of nations. 
The w ar w ith Spain m akes the U nit­ 
ed States a world power. 
She is no 
longer a self centered provincial coun­ 
try, but an imperial nation. The thrill 
of em pire—of a great m oral purpose— 
may soon impel our nation to a career 
more noble than has ever before direct­ 
ed the destinies of a people. 
For us to 
pull down the flag when once planted 
by our ships and soldiers would be a 
surrender. 
To perm it the Spanish flag 
to go up again where the stars and 
stripes have floated would be to dis­ 
honor the sailors and soldiers who risked 
their lives to pull down the yellow em ­ 
blem of brutality and oppression. When 
the Am erican flag once floats over Span­ 
ish territory, it should float forever. 
Our flag w ill do for the Philippines 
and Indies w hat it has done for C alifor­ 
nia, Texas—for every Spanish posses­ 
sion th at has come to us. Against these 
new extensions of territory there come 
the same protests th at m et Jefferson 
when he purchased Louisiana in 1803, 
against the admission of Texas, against 
all M exican cessions and against Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon’s admission as states, 
against Alaska in 1867, and yet today 
the Am erican people look upon these 
additions as the proudest trium phs of 
statesm anship. 
Our factories and farm s demand w id­ 
er markets. 
Every laborer, every pro­ 
ducer, w ill gain by the new fields that 
the Pacific w ill open to our commerce. 
Give us control of the Philippines and 
a new m erchant navy w ill be born, and 
we w ill see American products in Amer­ 
ican ships carried under the American 
flag to every foreign shore. Do we real­ 
ize the possibilities of the Pacific? Half 
of the population of the globe looks out 
upon its waters. 
In 1862 Seward said 
of the Pacific, “ Henceforth European 
commerce, politico, thought, activity, 
w ill relatively sink in importance, 
w hile the Pacific ocean, its shores, its 
islands and the vast region beyond will 
become the chief theater of events in 
the w orld’s great 
hereafter.” 
This 
prophecy is about to burst into flower. 
American ideas, American civilization, 
can bring into life the unmeasured pos­ 
sibilities that have been dorm ant under 
the vam pire rule of Spain. 
A recipro­ 
cal commerce can be developed that will 
carry happiness to every Pacific shore 
and increasing power and greatness to 
the American flag. 
There was never a moral call more 
imperative, never a mission more holy, 
than to give American liberty, prosper­ 
ity and a pure Christian faith to the 
m illions whose lives have so long been 
darkened by Spanish iniquity and op­ 
pression.

and reduced these to the form of a pro­ 
tocol. This protocol it is true is yet to 
be signed and is to bo submitted to the 
Spanish government before the formal 
signatures are affixed, but the admin­ 
istration’s view as to the progress made 
yesterday was set out in Secretary Day’s 
sentence: “It is expected that this pro­ 
tocol will be executed. There is always 
the possibility in dealing with the 
Spanish government that it may re­ 
cede at the last inoment from an im­ 
plied agreement, bat it is scarcely prob­ 
able that it would be willing to involve 
the French ambassador in the diffi­ 
culties that would follow what to the 
world would seem to be a repudiation 
of his benevolent efforts in behalf of 
Spain. 
There must be delay before the next 
step can be taken aud the protocol made 
binding upon both the United States 
and Spain by the attachment of the sig­ 
natures of the plenipotentiaries, Secre­ 
tary Day for the United States and M.

found that a rope attached below Car­ 
ter’s arms would pull the body into 
parts without withdrawing its covered 
portion, and that method had to be 
abandoned. 
Carter was conscious and 
talked with his rescuers, but at the end 
of 68 hours he died. 
By this time an 
enormous crowd bad gathered, and all 
sorts of plans were suggested for recov­ 
ering the body, but finally it was de­ 
termined to make the well the dead 
man’s tomb, and it was filled up after 
religious services had been held upon 
its brink. 
The well was 48 feet deep, 
and perhaps no other Kansan ever found 
quite so strange a burial place.—Kau 
sas City Journal.

place our flag over lands that have been 
riven with revolution or debased by tyr­ 
anny and misrule? Congress declared 
that we sought not Cuba, but its inde­ 
pendence and freedom. 
How can Cuba 
be more free or independent than as a 
territory of tho United States? The 
fourth senate resolution, as were all 
declarations, was rendered null and 
void by the action of Spain in tending 
the American minister from Madrid be­ 
fore receiving the ultimatum from the 
United States. Are the natives of Cuba 
prepared for independence? Are they 
qualified to maintain 
a free state 
worthy of the sacrifices we are making 
in their behalf? If the history of simi- 
ar people be a guide, it would not be 
ten years before an independent Cuban 
republic would involve us in controver­ 
sy and perhaps war with some first 
class power. For IOO years it has been 
menace to our peace, a fountain of 
contagion. Under our rule it would be­ 
come a paradise, au ideal land of beauty 
and liberty, in strange contrast to its 
four centuries of blood and bondage. 
The Nicaragua canal is the key to the 
commercial destiny of America, whose 
theater will be the Pacific. Cuba is the 
commanding gateway to Nicaragua. 
Thus the possession of Cuba becomes a 
question not only of humanity and lib­ 
erty, but of peace, protection aud com­ 
mercial dominion. 
The victory of Admiral Dewey ha* 
tied us to the Philippines by bonds we 
cannot break. 
We cannot pass title to 
any great power without danger to our 
relations with other governments. To 
give them back to Spain would be a 
travesty on our humanity—it would be 
to put fangs baok into a serpent we 
have made harmless. 
We must keep 
them. Civilization demands it; human­ 
ity demands it. True, there may be 
some risk. 
Without danger there can 
be little glory. 
We boast of the great­ 
ness of our country. Dare we stand be­ 
hind th© ramparts of cowardice when 
our strong arm can lift up millions 
and at the same time add glory and i 
grandeur to our flag? The responsibility I 
of the individual is measured by his , 
ability and opportunities. This is no I 
less true of nations. 
The war with Spain makes the Unit­ 
ed States a world power. She is no 
longer a self centered provincial coun­ 
try, but an imperial nation. The thrill 
of empire—of a great moral purpose— 
may soon impel our nation to a career 
more noble than has ever before direct­ 
ed the destinies of a people. For us to 
pull down the flag when once planted 
by our ships and soldiers would be a 
surrender. To permit the Spanish flag 
to go up again where the stars and 
stripes have floated would be to dis­ 
honor the sailors and soldiers who risked 
their lives to pull down the yellow em­ 
blem of brutality and oppression. When 
the American flag once floats over Span­ 
ish territory, it should float forever. 
Our flag will do for the Philippines 
and Indies what it has done for Califor­ 
nia, Texas—for every Spanish posses­ 
sion that has oome to us. Against these 
new extensions of territory there come 
the same protests that met Jefferson 
when he purchased Louisiana in 1802, 
against the admission of Texas, against 
all Mexican cessions and against Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon’s admission as states, 
against Alaska in 1867, aud yet today 
the American people look upon these 
additions as the proudest triumphs of 
statesmanship. 
Our factories and farms demand wid­ 
er markets. 
Every laborer, every pro­ 
ducer, will gain by the new fields that 
the Pacific will open to our commerce. 
Give us control of the Philippines aud 
a new merchant navy will be born, and 
we will see American productsin Amer­ 
ican ships carried under the American 
flag to every foreign shore. Do we real­ 
ize the possibilities of the Pacific? Half 
of the population of the globe looks out 
upon its waters. In 1862 Seward said 
of the Pacific, “ Henceforth European 
commerce, politics, thought, activity, 
will relatively sink in importance, 
while the Pacific ocean, its shores, its 
islands and the vast region beyond will 
become the chief theater of events in 
the world’s great 
hereafter.”
